Ihe old comes to mind 
illustrating the principles in Edward 
Payton’'s sales compensation plan in 
which automobile salesmen are paid 
a percentaze of the gross profit on 
each deal they make for the house 
rather than a commission on the 
net volume they turn in 

“Quite generally the established 
rates of sales pay in the automobile 
business are 5 per cent. on the net 
cash the salesman brings in to the 
house. What was the crigin of this 
practice and what has it led to? 

“When automobiles were sold 
first for cash and usually without a 
trade-in, the principle was estab- 
lished of paying salesmen on this 
basis. In practice it worked out like 
this. A $1,000 new car sale, 5 per 
cent. and the salesman earned $50. 
Alongside of this was the fact that 
on the $1.000 sale the dealer was 
getiing a discount of say 25 per 
cent., so that while we said that the 
Salesman received 5 per cent. on the 
net it was just as true and far more 
important to recognize it true 
that the salesman was receiving 20 
per cent. of the dealer’s§ gross 
margin. 

“Then used cars began to appeat 
in greater and greater number in 
the dealer’s operation. Seeing that 
the used car discounted the new car 
gross, the dealer, very naturally. at- 
tempted to pass a proportion of that 
decrease on to the salesman. If the 
dealer sold a $1,000 automobile and 
took in a $200 trade, selling the trade 
for the salesman’s $50 on th 
new shrunk to $40. and the $10 
commission theoretically went 
to the used car Sales expense. 
what the dealer didn’t realize was 
that where the $50 commission for- 
merly was paid on $1,000 of volume, 
the 350 commission was now being 
paid on $1,200 worth ot volume. As 
the trade on the new car was fol- 
lowed by the trade-on-the-trade, a 
whole series of transactions was cre- 
ated which sapped both the dealer’ 
gross and the salesman’s earnings 
Today. in many establishments, it is 
no uncommon thing to find the 
dealer: selling a $1,000 new car, tak- 
ing in trade a $500 used car, taking 
another $300 used car. and winding 
up with a used car for which 
paid $190 and for which a junk vard 
is willing to pay him $25 

On the first deal he the 
salesman $25, on the second he pays 
the salesman $10 and on the third 
one he pays the salesman $10, a 
total of $45. The salesman has 
earned consequently 2.43 per cent 
commission on the gross volume. 
The dealer has handled = $1,825 
worth of volume to make $175 gross 
profit. which is 9.589 per cent. gross 
margin, where originally a volume 
ot $1,000 returned him a gross ot 
$250, or 25 per cent. 

‘By paving the salesman a per- 
ceniage of the gross profit that he 
earns tor the house Mr. Payton has 
given the salesman an incentive to 
reduce the number of used car 
tracile-ins necessary to move a given 
new car volume. When the sales- 
man understands this he fights to 
.reduce the allowance price and 
hence increase his own earnings. 
Until this self interest of the sales- 
man is recognized, he will continue

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A Century of Detroit 


UR eminent contemporary, the Detroit Free Press, 
just celebrated its hundredth birthday with a compre- 

hensive special issue, carrying the history of Detroit in 
pictures and stories from trading post days to the industrial 
present, 

One hundred years ago, when the Free Press made its 
first appearance, as the Democratic Free Press and Michi- 
gan Intelligencer, Detroit was a trading post in the almost 
uncharted wilderness. Indians brought their catches of 
skins to the post to trade, and timber wolves howled nightly 
on the outskirts of the tiny settlement. 

From natural bias, to us the most interesting feature 
of the Free Press special birthday number is found in noting 
how much of the hundred years of Detroit’s history is packed 
inte the last twenty-five or thirty years. The coming 
of the motor vehicle found the Michigan metropolis a thriv- 
ing industrial community, aspiring. if memory serves, to be 
the stove manufacturing center of the country. It differed 
little from any one of a dozen other Middle Western towns 
which had begun to become definitely industrial in 
motivation. 

In 1899 the pioneer automotive publication, 
ran the following note from Detroit: 

“Henry Ford of Detroit. Mich., chief engineer of the 
Edison Electric Company of that city, has built a number 
of gasoline vehicles, which are said to have been successfully

operated. He is reported to be financially supported by 
several prominent men of the city, who intend to manu- 
facture the Ford vehicle. From Mr. Ford himself no in- 


formation can be gleaned regarding his vehicle or his plans 
for manufacture.” 

All the prophets in Michigan could not have foretold 
just what that item was to mean in the history of Detroit. 
Besides Ford there were other Detroiters keenly interested 
in the possibilities of the “horseless carriage.” There were 
Charles King, Olds, Buick, Leland, who were early ex- 
perimenters in the Detroit district. while Winton, Stearns, 
Duryea, Haynes and the Appersons were working in other 
parts of the country. It is curious in a development of this 
kind how a sort of telepathy seems to start inventors far 
removed working on the same problem at the same time. 
Actually, of course, it is simply the fruition of efforts that 
have been induced in many places by an obvious human need. 

At any rate, thirty-two years after that slight note ap- 
peared in Horseless Age, Henry Ford has celebrated the 
manufacture of his twentieth million passenger car, and the 
city of Detroit accepts the homage of 1,500,000 loyal sons 
and daughters. The assessed valuation of Detroit property 
in 1930 was $3,774,000,000. In the city’s industries and 
business 450,000 men and women earn their livings. 

Detroit does not want to be considered a one-industry 
city. In addition to the automotive industry, the Michigan 
metropolis leads the world in the manufacture of adding 
machines, pharmaceuticals, soda ash. salt. marine engines, 
electric fans, paints and varnish, stoves and vacuum cleaners, 


But try to picture Detroit without its automotive in- 
dustry.

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TEEL producers have felt lately that the automobile trade 
was one of their poorest customers, taking much less 
than the usual proportion of all the steel made. This is true, 
although not to so great an extent as is felt in some quarters. 
It is owing to automobile producton running very strongly to 
the light cars, and to there being a particularly large decrezse 
in parts for foreign assembly and parts for replacement. 
In 1928 automobile production was 4,601,141 units and 
tons, while the annual find- 
ing of the Iron Age showed 18 per cent. of the steel going to 
For 1929 the figures were 5.621,- 
715 cars and trucks, 54,850,433 tons of ingots, 18 per cent. of 
the steel: for 1930, 3,510,178 cars and trucks, about 40,060,- 
000 tons of ingots, and a proportion of 15'4 per cent. 

By no means does all the steel reported for the automo- 
tive industry go into the cars and trucks reported pro- 
duced, but one may, nevertheless, strike a proportion which 
will do approximately for a working rule. For 1928 the equiv- 
alent of about two tons of ingots went to the automotive 
industry per car or truck made, while for 1929 the propertion 
dropped to about 144 tons, and the same was shown for 1930. 

To apply this information properly, however, it is neces- 
sary to consider seasonal variation. There are official statis- 
tics of automobile and steel production for the first three 
months of this year and comparison should be made with 
other first quarters. Segvregating the first quarter from the 
whole year, it appears that in the first quarter of 1928 there 
was actually a trifle under 16 per cent., against 18 per cent.

for the year; in 1929 there was a little over 19 per cent., 
against 18 per cent. for the year, and in 1930 there was 15 
per cent., against 154% per cent. for the year. 

These divergences are readily explained. In the first 


quarter of 1928 steel production ran heavy, but automobile 
production was below its usual proportion to the year’s total. 
In 1929 automobile production ran heavy in the first quarter 
sar, While steel pursued a course more Jike its 
usual one. In 1930 both automobile and steel production 
were much heavier in the first quarter than a normal propor- 
tion to the year’s total. 

Applying the factor, shown alike for 1929 and 1930, of 
steel produced for the automotive industry relative to number 
of cars and trucks produced, to the statistics of the first 
quarter of this year it would appear that the automotive 
of the steel made.

of last year or in the year as a whole, but is well below the

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QUESTION
